The excess of income over ex- 
penditure for the year ended May 
31, was £1,995 as compared to last 
year’s £2,329. But grants made to 
the parent club totalled £2,700, 


‘over £700 more than the excess, 


leaving a drop in the club's 
balance from £3,988 as at June 1, 
1968, to the present £3,283.
